SUSPENSION BRIDGES. 

irM« At Mm BmAswA* of rmmrm Ago 
For Oomslaw ftrouss. 

The towUne is doubtless the earliest, 
as it is still the simplest, application of 
a rope for the removal of material. 
Hitched to a floating log, the genesis 
of all water craft, canoe, or sledge. If 
was used before history learned the 
art of writing or mankind the art of 
reading. 

The towline was combined with the 
suspension cable as a means of cross¬ 
ing streams in the mountains of Hin¬ 
dustan at a very remote period. The 
sospension cable, often several hun¬ 
dred feet in length, was made of twist¬ 
ed fibers or slender stalks of climbing 
vines. This was solidly secured to 
large trees or masses of rocks on the 
banks of the chasms to be crossed. On 
this cable a wooden block, grooved un¬ 
derneath, was placed, suspended from 
which was a small rude platform or at 
limes a simple loop of rope for the 
passenger or baggage. The wooden 
block, with Its attached load, was pull¬ 
ed across the chasm In either direction 
by a towllne attached to the block. 
This rude contrivance Is the genesis of 
the most refined aerial ropeways of the 
present day and of the suspension 
bridge also, which Is, of a crude form, 
of very great antiquity. 

When the Spaniards first visited Pe¬ 
ru they found suspension bridges which 
could be traversed by men and bur- 
denotl animals. Some of these bridges 
wero of over 200 feet span and Were 
forme<l of half a dozen cables of twist¬ 
ed osiers stretched from bank to bank 
and passed over wooden supports. 
These cables were bound together by 
smaller ropes and were covered with 
a layer of bamboo, which formed a 
support for the roadway.

The Russian Government Resolved 
On Decisive Action. 


ArFEAL FOR OPEN BEBELiLIt)N. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg 
says:—The arrest on Saturday night 
of the entire council of the worh- 
men's delegates, numbering 360 
members, the suspension of news- 
papers and the arrest of their 
editors, and, above all, the virtually 
dictatorial powers conferred on the 
movinclal Governors, prove that the 
C/overnment has resolved to suppress 
the revolution with an iron hand. 
Whether it will succeed in regaining 
the mastery depends entirely upon 
the troops. If a majority of them 
remain loyal, an era of sanguinary 
coercion will now b^in, but, judging 
from the latest news" from Moscow 
and other centers, it is not unlikely 
that a reactionary revival will be cut 
short by the outbreak of civil war. 

A manifesto, which was laurfehod 
jointly by a committee of the work¬ 
men's delegates, the peasants' union, 
and the Social Democratic Executive, 
appealing to the nation at large to 
Join thorn in overthrowing the exist¬ 
ing system. Is meeting with wide¬ 
spread support. Six St. Petersburg 
newspalxjrs published the manifesto, 
although they were aware that it 
was a dooloration of open rebellion. 

MARTIAU LAW PROCI.AIMED. 

\ Pctitiofis from the nobility of Riga, 
Windau, Libuu and other places in 
Baltic iJTovlnces, have been re¬ 
ceived by the Government, imploring 
it TO abolish martial law which, tho 
petnion say, is only inflaming tho 
situation. 

N<jVys from the interior on Satur¬ 
day night 18 very serious. The re¬ 
volt In'tlie Baltic has spread south¬ 
ward to\he Province of Kovno, on 
the border of Poland, which be’oug- 
ed to the old kingdom of I.lthuanla. 
The rebellion in Kursk is beyond 
control, and the Government has in¬ 
formation that a serious uprising is 
In course of preparation In the Ural 
regions. 

One hundred and seventy doctors 
employed in tho Moscow municipal 
service met on Saturday and passed 
a resolution of cordial sympathy 
with the postal and telegraph em¬ 
ployes. They a.tso demanded the Im¬ 
mediate expatriation of the Manchur¬ 
ian army, ami the abolition of 
court nmrtittl and capital punish¬ 
ment. 

A strike of chemists is imminent. 

All the .St. Petersburg newspapers 
containing tlie ninnifusto issued by 
the Rtwolutionary Committee were 
ronGseated on iboii’ arrival uC Mos¬ 
cow. 

SAVING BANKS DEPLETED. 

The St. Petersbui-g correspondent 
of the London Daily Mail says the 
savings banks are ab’oady without 
resourco.s of their own, and the Im¬ 
perial Bank Is' supplyln^g them, al¬ 
though its own vaults are rapidly 
becoming depleted. The suspicion is 
dcoj)tnIng that tlie Government can¬ 
not moot the demands upon it if tho 
panic continues. It has leaked out 
that the comptroller of Imperial 
lioust-hold curried abroad a vaat sum 
in securitic'.s and specie. It is feared 
ihe revolutionl.sts will precipitate a 
aniversnl strike, relying upon the 
5 rmy not to flro on the people. The 
agrarian disorders are ripening into 
organi'/c’d rebellion. Tho situation in 
the Baltic provinces is desperate. 


ment of * secret refrolutionary Gov 
eniment in the Baltic Provinces, the 
Government has appointed a Gover- 
Dor-Oeneral with plenary powers to 
administer martial law. According 
to reports received here, the sltua- 
tion is dangerous and chaotic. 
Twelve thousand Cossacks have boon 
sent to ths scene, but it is stated 
that they can only get there by 
marching * along the roads, the rail- 
waymen having struck to prevenr 
their transportation. The contioi* 
ance of tho telegraph and jmstal 
strike prevents reliable news bein^ 
received. In addition to enforcing 
tho order, the Governor-^Jcneral is 
empowered to convoke local repre¬ 
sentatives to discuss reform legisla¬ 
tion. 

Reports of mutiny and disatfectiou 
among the troops in various centres 
multiply. 

I The seceders from the telegraph anif 
postal strike have not yet 8ucceedr.d 
in restoring 'the service, the strikers 
having again cut many wires. 

'fho Government has taken an im¬ 
portant step towards establishing 
martial law in the whole empire. It 
has invested the Governors-Oeneral, 
Governors of towns and prefects wlto 
powers, if disorders are threatened, 
to impose compulsory regulations, 
inflict summary punishment, and for¬ 
bid the importation of arms. 

RIOTING IN WARSAW. 

A despatch from Warsaw says:— 
Hoodlums rioted la the commerci*il 
district of Loiz on Wednesday, at¬ 
tacking stores and plundering them 
The workmen in the factories organ¬ 
ized a defence force. Fierce fighting 
followed. It is stated that many 
were killed and wounded. 

AN UPROAR OF ANARCHY. 

\ despalcii from London says: 
ports received here, none of which can 
be authenticated, represent the rebel¬ 
lion in the Baltic provinces of Russia, 
is being successful beyond the most 
:=angulne hopes of the revolutionists. 
,who, however, do not seem to be Im- 
>po.sjng any law, with the result 'hat 
the whole district is an uproar of An¬ 
archy. It is stated that the red flag 
nies from the Government at Riga, 
where there has been severe street fight¬ 
ing. The railroads are wrecked in all 
directions, and the telegraph lines cut.

A remarkable Inetance of the auoeeas 
of the work of the Ontario Experimen¬ 
tal Union was Incidentally brought out 
at the iheeling at Guelph during Pro¬ 
fessor Zavitz*s explanation of the re¬ 
sults of this year’s experiments. In 1880 
Mrl.^vitz, acting for the union, brought 
to Guelph from far Manchuria a handful 
of a variety of six-rowed barley, then 
grown there, called the Mandscheuii. 
none of this meagre quantity was al¬ 
lowed to fall by the wayside, and each 
year's yield was so carefully husbanded 
and disiribuled that this year there were 
500,000 acres of it grown in Ontario. 
This was not all, however, for this year’s 
results were a yield of 37.7 bushels to 
tne acre, compared with 34.3 bushels 
from Oderbrucker, a German variety, 
wliich came next in yield. It is thus 
evident that the' introduction of this 
Variety has brought more than a million 
dollars to Ontario farmers in one year. 

Professor Zavitz gave much valuable 
information regarding the other experi¬ 
ments with grain. In oats, for instance, 
the Joanette, a block variety, came out 
ahead with 53.6 bushels to the acre, sur¬ 
passing Siberian by live bushels to the 
acre. Dawson’s Golden Chaff was again 
decidedly the most popular winter 
wheat, while Wild Goose led the other 
spring wheal varieties. Among combi¬ 
nations of grains a mixture of Daubenay 
oats and Mandscheurl barley was the 
most successful. 

BENEFITS OF USING MANURE. 

Professor Zavitz also reported with n 
good deal of interesting information the 
results of the experiments with fertili¬ 
zers. The charts with which he illus¬ 
trated his task showed there were large 
gains from the use of fertilizers, com¬ 
paring results with land on which noth¬ 
ing was used. In oats, for Instance, the 
yield with no fertilizer was 38.9 busheks 
to the aero, while with a “complete fer¬ 
tilizer” It was 48.7 bushels, and with 
nitrate of soda 46.3 bushels. For man- 

g els nitrate of soda proved the best aid, 
ut on .Swede turnips cow manure was 
best, the yield being 30.1 tons to the 
acre, compared with 21.9 Ions with no 
fertilizer. 

BEST SMALL FRUITS. 

Professor Hutt gave a very interesting 
report of the experiments^ In horticul¬ 
ture. These began twelve years ago, 
and this year plants were sent to 532 
experimenters. The work covers every 
county and district in the Province, and 
one of the encouraging features is the 
interest taken by the farmers of northern 
Ontario. From the reports this year (f 
strawberry experiments it was found 
that the Tennessee Prolific and Clyde 
gave the heaviest yields. In red rasp¬ 
berries Marlboro’ was the best early and 
Culhbert the best late variety.

A subject of wide interest taken up 
this morning was farm forestry, report¬ 
ed upon by .Mr. E. J. Zavitz, lecturer m 
forestry at the Ontario Agricultural Col¬ 
lege. .Mr. Zavitz said there was a great 
peed for specially trained men to carry 
on a rational forestry policy for this 
Province. ‘The carrying out of foresUy 
work In relation to agriculture and in 
relation to our great timber resources 
requires that a school be established ut 
an early date,” said Mr. Zavitz.

BIG CRASH ^ ROSSLAHD. 

Two Tbooiand Pounds of Dyoamlfa 
Exploded. 

A Nelson, R C., despatch says: An 
explosion of two thousand poimds of 
dynamite in the thaw house of the Cen¬ 
tre Star Mine on Sunday afternoon 
killed one man and so injured the 
neighboring mines that a close down of 
several days will be necessary.

CANADA AND JAPAN. 

Government Asks to Participate in tt>e 
Alliance.

Mr. Duncan Anderson of 
Rugby argued that tho producer 
should be paid for his hogs according 
to quality. There was too wide a 
range between the highest and tho 
low'ost price.s. A man who put skill 
and ability into his work should be 
paid for it. If tho puckers continued 
to pay a flat rate the Indu.stry would 
go back in Ontario. To go tiack to 
tho old fat hog would be a Frov»n 
cial calamity. He asked the packer- 
to deal fairly with the farmers. Mr. 
Anderson alluded to the dangers of 
United States hogs injuring the re¬ 
putation of Canadian bacon in Bri¬ 
tain, and his declaration that the 
American hog should bo e.xcludei 
was greeted with loud applause. 

Professor Day advocated an even 
price during the year, and gave fig¬ 
ures showing that raising hogs cost 
$4.10 a hundred pounds in one case 
and $4.52 in another, while Mr .1. 
E. Brothour of Burford added a 
strong request that hogs be paid for 
according to quality. 

Dr. F. .1. Smale, Assistant General 
Manager of the Wci. Davies Co.. 
Toronto, said that for some years no 
United States hogs had been import¬ 
ed for packing, but last summer some 
had been brought in. Ho was quite 
willing to .see tho Aniericun-fed bncon 
branded as .American bacon, and with 
this and the natural dilTerencc be¬ 
tween the two kinds there was no 
danger of the American article inter¬ 
fering with tho Canadian.

During several years I have grown and 
bought up large quantities of poultry 
and have found the fallowing method 
of raising, fattening and dressing .to 1x5 
very satisfactory. My main object is *0 
get chickens that will dress from six to 
ten pounds. These weights can be se¬ 
cured only by keeping large breeds, 
such as Bralunas, (kichins and Orping¬ 
tons. Those l.reeds are fairly good win¬ 
ter layers as well us good* meat produc¬ 
ers. From the time the chicks are 
hatched, liiey ere kept in good condi¬ 
tion and growing constantly. As winter 
annroachfcs, the grain ration, consisting 
mostly of corn, is increa.sed. A hot corn 
niQsh is fed in the morning and all the 
grain the birds will eat at noon and at 
night. It takes about a month of this 
feeding to get the fowls in prime condi¬ 
tion. 

The large markets demand dry pickc-il 
poultry, as it will keep much longer 
than scalded slock. Very few people 
understand how lo kill a fowl so it can 
be dry picked. The bird’# head is held 
in llic left hand and a penknife drawn 
across the veins and arteries in the 
back of mouth and then the brain i.i 
pierced tlirougli the little groove in the 
upper bill. This produces instant 
doull) and the feathers ore released an.1 
con be picked very readily. All but 
capon.s are picked entirely clean. When 
picking is over, the carcasses are put in 
cold water to remove the animal heat 
and (o clean the skin. This makes the 
meal keep belter and gives the poultry 
a more attractive appearance. It is 
u.sually better for three persons lo 
work togellier In dressing poultry. One 
does the killing and picks the neck and 
breast, the olliers eacli work on a wing. 
The sooner the feathers arc off, the bel¬ 
ter tlie job of dressing. Pullets are al¬ 
ways kept by ttiemselves while fatten¬ 
ing, Facli bird Is examined before kill¬ 
ing, and if it is not in prime condition 
it is put with u lot lo be dre.ssed later. 

A very common mistake made by 
farmei’s and poultrymen is lo try to fat¬ 
ten cliickens lliat have not readied 
maturity. It is useless lo try lo fatten 
chirks Uiat are not old enough. Even 
birds of the same age do not fatten 
alike. There are always more or le.ss 
lliul tiave lo be culled lo go over >i 
second course of corn meal. Fallen 
the birds and thus secure the top prices 
in the morke>.

WINTERING IDLE HORSE.S. 

Grain is always, or iieariv always, 
more expensive relatively Hmn fodder. 
But it would be belter to feed soma 
grain than to allow the horses lo run 
down in llcsh. 

The kinds of gitiln will depend to 
some extent on what the famier has. 
But In feeding such grain, un excellent 
opporlunily is furnished of putting into 
it wheal bran, ground flax or oilcake, 
lo act favorably on the dlgesUve organs. 
In the absence of meal, field rods 
would produce the result sought could 
they be had. 

Ten pounds of roots fed daily has a 
wonderfully beneficial influence upon Iho 
digestion of horses that are being whi- 
lered on straw. Without some such 
addition to the food, the animals become 
constipated, and under such conditions 
they do not thrive to the best advantage, 
as is seen in the staring and harsh qual¬ 
ity of the coat. 

They do not call for ♦cosily shelter. 
The shelter will of course be much in¬ 
fluenced by the climate and locality. 
Tlie shelter furnished by an open slied is 
ordinarily enough, even in a slorniy 
and cold climate. Of course a shed 
that may be closed when necessary is 
better. 

Such houses should if possible have 
a separate yard from cattle. They may 
Injure callle by kicking when they run 
together, but sometimes, as when one 
knows the temper of the hoi*ses, such 
intermingling is not dangerous. 

Usually it will also be found advan¬ 
tageous lo give the hor^s access to a 
paddock or pasture. If it is sheltered 
by grove, windbreak or forest, so much 
the belter. In mild latitudes abundant 
pastures will be greatly helpful. By 
abundant pastures Is meant pastures 
that have not been grazed late enough 
in the season to prevent grass from 
covering the ground with a long sward 
btlore the arrival of ^tar.

' Steamed Squa.sh au Gratln— 
Steam or boil a small Uubbard 
squash, cut in halves, until tender.

Add 2 
tablespoons butter, .1 tablespoon 
cream, the beaten yolk of 1 egg, and 
salt and pepp^T to season.

A small fort had beer 
erected at the mouth of the sme.l 
stream La fret, where the vessels wen 
moored, as it falls into the St. Char¬ 
les River, and the members of ^ th< 
expedition settled down to await th« 
passing of the unknpw * Canadiat 
winter. Cartier, rough product o 
tho Channel Seas, was above everv 
thing a Chriatian. and during th< 
month of November spent mttch timi 
in instructing tlic Indians concern*n*. 
tho Christian tiod. Then came thi 
biting cold and blinding snow, wit'; 
all its discomforts and dangers t( 
those unaccustonyi'l’^o make thou 
minister to thblr pleasure.s. 

In the onrly days of November th< 
scurvy broko out in Stadacona, am 
man after man on shore and on .ship 
board fell ill of tho terrible <liseas • 
Many died. There were not tei 

wholly free from the dreadfu 

scourge. And then came Christmaa 
"Thou.sands of'inilas from homo an< 
j friends,” said a Canadian writer, "li 
j the heart of a boundlo-ss wilderness-

The fourth Jewel wheel screw Is so 
very siinill that It Is almost liivislhh*. 
To Ihe naked eye It apiicars to he hut a 
speidc of dust. When examined under 
u magnifying glass It will ho seen to 
bo a [lorfect screw, having 200 Ihreads 
to the Inoh, each thread being well 
CAt. Aetually the diameter of this 
screw Is so little as the four oiie-lhou- 
sandtli part of an Inch, and It would 
take no less a mnnher than 1 (M),(X )0 
similar screws In order to fill au or¬ 
dinary thimble as used by the ladles. 

Each screw has a double head and 
has to be hardened. After the harden¬ 
ing iirocess the serews arc arranged In 
frames, being placed In with the heads 
upward. This delicate operation Is 
done by the sense of touch alone In¬ 
stead of by sight, and great rapidity 
marks the skillful operator. Some¬ 
where about a hundred screws are 
placiHl in each frame, and the frames 
are attached to a luaclilne which pol¬ 
ishes the heads of the screws 10,000 at 
u time. 

It will he seen how marvelous those 
screws are. yet one of them forms but 
ono tiny piece of a watch. Still, this 
will show the reinarkahlo nature of that 
everyday article. When special watches 
are considered tlierc is Indeed room for 
wonder. 

For liistaiico, take the watch which 
was presented to Cathorluc I. on her 
coronation as empress of IltiHsla, This 
watch was one of tlie most remarkably 
constructed Instruments ever made. 

On the opposite side of tho works of 
this e,\truordlniiry timekeeper there 
was an exact representation of the 
holy se|)iiIdler, with a carved image 
of tile Homan guard stationed outside 
it. As soon as tlie watch case was 
opened the Imitation rocks would roll 
away from tho mouth of the sepulcher, 
the soldier would kneel, angels would 
ni>pcar at opposite sides of tlie opening, 
and sweet strains of imislc would be 
he.'ird. This renmrkahle watch took 
nine years' uninterrupted labor hi or¬ 
der lo construct.

The reasou is very simple. It is be¬ 
cause the people of Babylon reckoned 
not only by a decimal system of nota¬ 
tion, but also by a sexagesimal sys¬ 
tem. That Is to say, they not only 
reckoned by tens, but also by sixties. 
The Babylonians were very clever peo¬ 
ple, and they saw that the decimal sys¬ 
tem was by no means the best 

They knew that no number bud so 
many divisors as has sixty. 

How about the division of the day 
Into hours? The Babylonians began by 
comparing the progi'oss made by the 
sun on its daily Journey to the distance 
covered by a good walker, this being 
done at the time of tlie equinox. The 
astronomers divided the sun’s Journey 
Into twenty-four parsaugs, whence our 
hours. 

The Babylonian system was adopted 
by lUo Creeks. It Is one of the most 
remarkable fads of history that the 
system has survived tliroiigli every 
change made since the days of Baby¬ 
lonia. When the the I’nMieh revolu¬ 
tionized all weights and iiieasureH, go¬ 
ing so far as to alter tin* days of the 
week, still they left tin* old system of 
nolallon so far as regarded the rts-kon- 
Ing of the flight of time. Kven our own 
lovers of the decimal notallon do not 
suggest that the old sexagesimal meth¬ 
od of reckoning time should be altered.

THE CLAM'S NECK. 


Parpose mud Cbaracterlatlca of Thie 
Orpau of tlie Bivalve. 

Iversons wlio have seen soft shell 
clams us they lay in a pun in the kitch¬ 
en preparatory to being cooked scarce¬ 
ly recognize them hi their natural state. 
Many of us who have Hoeu clams know 
that they have “necks,” but are Ig¬ 
norant of the purpose and character¬ 
istics of this attachment. As they lie 
on the ground tliey are fur from being 
close mouthed. lu fact, tliey arc sel¬ 
dom to bo seen witli the shell closed, 
rrom one end projects the “neck,’' 
which may be three times as long us 
llie shell when fully extended. This 
fact, In case the “nock” is 8tretche<l 
out, makes oue r/oiider how such a 
length can bo contracted into such a 
small space and how much remains In 
the shell after llio “neck” has been 
elongated. This Is the astonishing char¬ 
acteristic of the soft shelled clam and 
the one that makes him uiireeogiilzablo 
to so many people. Oue of the elams, 
for Instance, Is lliree Inches long, IIi.s 
“nock” when extended Is possibly eight 
or nine Inches long and as large around 
as a man's middle huger. 

As every one knows, the clam when 
in its native haunts Is to be found sev¬ 
eral inches below the surface of the 
sand. He has to be dug up when dis¬ 
covered by the little spurts of water 
which the clam beueath throws up 
when disturbed. 

This “neck” connects the clam with 
his food supply lu the water above. 
In the “neck” are parallel tubes. 
'Tbrougb one tube the clam sucks In a 
quantity of water. From the water ho 
absorbs whatever nourishment it may 
contain and then expels the water 
through the other tube. 

One may wonder how the clam gets 
Into the sand or mud. At the end op¬ 
posite the “neck” may be seen au ap¬ 
pendage resombUng a turtle’s tail In 
shape and called a foot. It Is with this 
foot that be digs bis way dowuw’urd. 


ORIGINAL GRETNA GREEN.

REFLOATING A SHIP. 


IiiireiiloiiN Expedient Devlwed tu Sat# 
the Steniiier Flavian. 

All liigiMiloiiH oxiiodieiit was devised 
some years ago to refloat the steamer 
Flavian, which slruck on a ledge near 
t.'api* Knee. She was fl.xed In an awk¬ 
ward poKiiloii for tugs to work at her, 
and half her hull was submerged. 

It was ill the late fall, and proper 
salvage outfits could neither be obtain¬ 
ed from abroad In time nor used advan¬ 
tageously. HO a series of holes were cut 
in her sides below the ’tween decks 
and huge pitch pine logs passed 
through these apertures. Meanwhile 
two cofferdams sixty feet long by 
twelve wide and ns many deep had 
been built at St. John’s and, being 
carefully calked, w(*ro towed to the 
scene and allowed to sink by opening 
a valve, being then placed beneath the 
logs which passed through the ship and 
protruded on each side. 

Tho water In them was next pumped 
out, aud as they rose they caught tho 
logs and fairly lifted tho ship off the 
rocks, she being towed to St. John's 
with them upbearing her till perma¬ 
nent repairs could bo made, which In¬ 
volved patching her bottom for half 
her length.

What was probably one of tho ear¬ 
liest theaters built was the the.iter of 
Dlonysn.s, whleli was Yeguii live ceii- 
luries before Christ. The seating ca¬ 
pacity of thi.s reiiiarkalile hnlhling is 
said to have been .'{(i.OiiO, nearly four 
time.s that of onr largest amnseinent 
palace. 'J'he theater of Dloiii'sus was 
erci'leil when (Jreek art and literature 
were in tlielr prime. Here were pro- 
senled to npprei’lailve spectators the 
wonderful works of .lischylus, Hopho- 
I'les and Euripides.

MODERN CUNtS ARE FRAIL. 

Not So Stroiifl As They I/>nk and Unu¬ 
sually Short-Lived. 

The young Russian stripling 9 feet S

Abraham was only 
20, and Moses stopped at 13, a dwarfish 
height in the comparison. After the 
great law-giver tho stature of mankind 
came down to its present average, in 
which there has been no marked change 
e.xcept in individual ca.ses since the be¬ 
ginning of the historical and statistical 
period. Now and then a colossus ari-ses 
out of the generation of pigmies, like the 
young Russian referred to, and now 
iind llien a big skeleton is dug up. .show¬ 
ing that nature has some obscure need 
of giants and has never allowed the 
race entirely lo run out. 

In life they are usually weak-minded, 
os well as frail of body, and, as u rule, 
they do nol live long. Dwarfs, on the 
other hand, are often nimble-willed and 
stand a good chance of longevity. An 
Austrian empress in the scvcnteenlli 
century look tlie whim lo round up all 
Hie giants and dwarfs in her empire 
and turn them in logether. Apprehen¬ 
sion was e.xpresscd I hat the big ones 
would terrify the small one.s, but it was 
the other way.

“ *It will lirat of all be neceasary to de* 
fine humor, for it is evident that the 
humor of a dog or of a cat cannot be 
such as depends on tricks of speech. 
These little animals make serious efforts 
to understand our language, which com¬ 
pare very favorably with the small pro¬ 
gress we have made in the comprehen¬ 
sion of theirs, but their modes of com¬ 
munication are by no means conOned to 
articulate sounds. It is only necessary 
to watch attentively a couple of cals 
speaking together to discover how vari¬ 
ous are their means of conveying their 
meanings. Words, in fact, are the pro¬ 
duct of the action of certain muscles in 
relation to appropriate sounding mechan¬ 
ism, and they appeal to only one sense. 
The small animals do not conflne their 
expression to these muscles; they use a 
very varied combination of many muscii-. 
iar movements and they appeal to sev¬ 
eral senses—touch, and sight, as well os 
hearing. I do not mean to imply that 
herein they have an advantage over us, 
for the use of speech is relatively as con¬ 
venient os the use of money in the place 
of barter,”/Writes Arthur Lynch in Lon¬ 
don Dally News. 

“We must, however, seek generalized 
deflnltlons of humor. Immanuel Kant 
said in effect that it consisted in the 
disappointment of some wrought-up ex¬ 
pectation. To this definition Alexander 
Bain added the proviso that the disaj)- 
pointinent should not be attended with 
UNPLEASANT SENTIMENTS. 

“For example, if a man rushes out to 
catch a ’bus, and has to return for his 
hat, we laugh. But if he misses the 'bus 
by falling down a cellar and breaking 
his neck, we do not laugh, unless. In¬ 
deed, our sense of humor is exaggerated 
beyond even our sentiments of human¬ 
ity. 

“Reasoning thus, and seeking for a 
typical example, independent of the form 
of expression, I find It in the trick of a 
small boy who ties the coat-tails of his 
.schoolmaster to the chair and enjoys his 
disconcerted look when he rises. Stuih- 
Ing animals, then, and looking out for 
manifestation.s of thi.s kind. I am in¬ 
clined to believe that both cal.s and dogs, 
but especially dogs, have a keen sense 
of humor, and delight in its e.'iierelse. 
As a rule, when we speak of the intelll- 
gi.nee of animals, wo think of their p»?r- 
formanco of various tricks we have 
taugtil them, but we ought to study 
their natural wuy.s and their own amus¬ 
ing sallies. The trick-dog bears the 
same relation to the natural dog os the 
stage Irishman to the genuine Hibernian. 

“‘I was once the possessor of a beauti¬ 
ful littlo Persian cat, with whom we 
used to play at times with ball gurne.s. 
.She entered into these with great gusto, 
and sometimes when there was nothing 
stirring she would appear carrying the 
ball in her mouth. Then she would lay 
it ot the feet of one of us who seemed 
inclined for a game, and, looking up 
with an arch exprt.sslon, she would 
stand ready to begin. The slnp-dash e.\ 
plaiuilion of acts like these us ‘Instinct' 
is. of course, ridiculous, though even 'n 
those cu.ses where it does apply it is cl 
best but a cover for our ignorance ''f 
.t^eeper explanations. 

‘“Now. piny Itself involves a certain 
sense of tiumor, but certain other mnni- 
fesUilions were more precise. Kitly 
used to j>lny on the balcony—This, was 
in Paris—and when she wanted to come 
in she would slund on hei hind legs and 
.scratch fiercely at the window with an 
assumed look of excited alarm that re¬ 
minded one of a caricature of Louis 
Wain’s. When she entered I would 
generally take tier on iny shoulder »o 
hear her purr.

WOMEN RUliRS OF INDIA 

IBEY ARE ALL FRIENDLY ‘TO THE 

BRrnsn government. 

Three Begoma of Bhopal Who Hava 
Been at Head of a Native 
State. 

Among the interoeting peraonagea 
whom the Prince and Princeea of 
Woles will moot in the course of their 
tour through India none preftents a 
more engrossing study than the wo¬ 
man ruler of the State of Bhopal 
Nawab Sultan Jeban, Begum, says 
the London Daily Express. The lie- 
gum is a daughter and a grand¬ 
daughter of a Begum, and between 
them these three women have ruled 
the destinies of a State comprising 
nearly 7,000 square miles of terri¬ 
tory and a population of a million 
people for the past sixty years. 

The mother of the present ruler de¬ 
scended from the famous Dost Miw 
hammad'Khan, the founder of the 
Bhopal Dynasty. She succeeded in 
1868, in which year she sent to 
Queen Victoria a quaint letter ac¬ 
knowledging her Majesty's kindness 
in accepting the dedication of a book 
written by the Begum's mother, the 
enlightened Sikandar, describing 
HER PILGRIMAGE TO MECCA. 

'The book in question is a most 
quaint record of a journey to Mecca, 
containing an appreciation of the 
characteristics of that place as seen 
and understood by an Indian lady. 
'The Begum seems to have been par¬ 
ticularly struck by the enormous 
quantities of food which the inhabi¬ 
tants of Mecca were able to consume. 
She records that they were In the 
habit of disposing of five or six 
pounds weight per head per day. 

They appeared to thrive on it, how¬ 
ever, for the Begum vouches for the 
fact that the average man was so 
abnormally strong that ho thought 
nothing of carrying a weight of 960 
pounds from the street to the top of 
a house. The Begum apporently 
took a groat interest in building op¬ 
erations in Mecca, for she includes in 
her book a list of building materials, 
uith their cost.

NEW WRINKLES. 

Everyone must have noticed the revival 
of the scallop as a dress decoration, says 
a fashion authority in the New York 
Post. Many 6f the handsomest broad¬ 
cloth street gowns are thus, decorated, 
the effect ^ven being one of graceful 
fluflhiess. Let no one regard a s^lopel 
gown as economical. 'The scallops have 
to be bound by hand, an endless pro¬ 
ceeding, and one which adds materially 
to the tailor’s bill. On strictly tailored 
gowns the scallops are. usually bound 
with the dress material, but often the 
color of the binding is a contrast, thus 
adding to the elaborateness of the ef¬ 
fect. Taffeta, satin, and yelvet are also 
used. A very good model in a scalloped 
gown was a dark red chiffon broadcloth 
made With a very long coat, really an 
over-dress, since the effect of the costume 
was princess. The skirt was cut in a 
circular shape, very flaring at the hem, 
which was trimmed with a scalloped 
band. 

The princess oer-dress was cut in 
long points back and front, with two 
box pleats on the sides, the pleats dis¬ 
appearing in mysterious fashion at the 
top, leaving the gown quite smooth and 
plain over the waist and hips. This 
over-dress or peplum was trimmed with 
a scalloped band about two inches 
wide, the band simply outlining the gar¬ 
ment. Another scalloped band trimmed 
tho waist, outlining a sort of a bolero, 
back and front. The sleeves were gigot, 
ending at the elbow in a cuff formed of 
four rows of the scalloped banding.

Another scalloped gown was of green 
broadcloth, in combination with heavy 
black satin.

The 
skirt was the usual circular, smooth 
over the hips, and very wide at the hem. 
The front of the skirt had two shaped 
gores over-sewn, fonnlng a double 
pane.

DELICATE FABRICS. 

Even thin gowns are trimmed with 
scallops. One sees chiffon, net, and 
other delicate fabrics scalloped ond 
bound wiDi the lightest of ribbons or 
silk. The.se gowns are usually llounced 
until they look like delightful remlnis- 
censes of the Tullleries and Empress 
Eugenie. A white figured net gown was 
made with an nccordeon-plealed skirt 
of while mousseline de soie, the net 
forming Die long over-dress. This was 
suggestive of an old-fushlonod polon# 
ulse, except that It was trimmed with 
three voluminous scalloped flounces, 
eacli .scallop bound with green silk. The 
over-drcs.s was long on the back, and 
was cut in a sharp scallop In front. It 
looked as if modelled after the calyx of 
n lily. The decollete was pointed in 
front, and was bound wiDi a broad 
band of green silk inside, which was 
ruching of point lace.
